Minister Romero of Mexico, who has re- 
sided over 20 years in Washington, and has 
traveled much thronghout the country, 
spoke of the woudertul progress m the 
West, and he had also been struck by the 
interest displayed everywhere in subjects 
which the cungress will discuss.

AUDITOR LOPEZ REPORTS AN 
‘JRREGULARITY. 


A Deputy in the City Clerk's Office 
Gone Wrong—The Sewer Com- 
mission's Report Presented—The 
Mayor and the City Attorney

SEWER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 

Mr. Wells, chairman of the Sewer 
Commission, addressed the Council 
and presented the reports of the com- 
mission and supplemented report of 
the sub-committees, which have hereto- 
fore been published in Tuer Times. 
The report was received. 

Mr. Wells said.that one on 
storm drains had been left inadvert- 
ently out of the report and had not 
been published in the newspapers. He 
therefore asked that it be read. 

The clause was read as follows: 
“Storm drains—We recommend thata 
sum, not to exceed $75,000, be used for 
the construction of storm water drains, 
separate and distinct from the sewer 
system, and that the said sum

The report was then referred to 
the Sewer Committee of the Council.

It 
was reported by the Sewer Inspector 
that the present outfall is taxed almost 
to its full capacity, and that it is very 
questionable whether any more con- 
nections should be made withit. The 
City Engineer said it would not be ad- 
visable, but that the Council had 
ordered the ordinance drawn, and it 
had been drawn as well as possible 
under the circumstances.

The special order to consider the 
opening and widening of Los An- 
geles street, between Seventh street 
and Shafer avenue, was called. The 
Clerk stated that a number bf protests 
were before the Council, and, on mo- 
tion, those opposed to the improve- 
ment were accorded a hearing. 

Messrs. E. G. Fay. Robbins, Shaw. 
Edward Lee: A. R. Frazer, G. T. Mil- 
lard, O. C. Vail aud other property- 
owners and residents of the section 
came forward and made their protests. 

The argument advanced by all was 
that the opening is not a necessity; 
thatit would be no benefit to them, 
and also that the assessment which 
would be made on them would be 
more than they could stand. One of 
the speakers said that, although the 
section was merely a residence por-

Giving Them $150 to Léave Town 


Him Drop— A Nephew as Go- 
between — Copy of One of the 
Letters Supplied. 


Capt. F. M. Garrett, now ‘in the 
County Jail awaiting his trial on the 
charge of incest, has not- been idle 
since the close of the preliminary ex- 
amination which resulted in his being 
held. He has been perfecting a plan 
for knocking the bottom out of the case 
for the prosecution, which is ex 
ingly shrewd and ingenious, but which 
did not succeed. It 1s not his fuult 
that it did not through, and ilius- 
trates perfectly the cold cunning which 
his 1 intellect hides beneath a 
sanctimonious mask. 

The occurrences which led up to his 
incarceration are too borrible and too 
recent in the memories of the people 
of Los Angeles to make a minute re- 
cital of them necessary. He originally 
made charges of seduction, abortion 
and rape against James Edgecumb b, 
who afterward married his daughter, 
Maila Garrett. The investigation 
of the charges resuited in charges 
against him of such a terrible na- 
ture that innocence stood aghast 
that such a man could be born and 
could live. His daughter was forced 
to disclose on the witness stand that 
her fatber corrupted her at the tender 
age of 9 years, aud drove truth and 
pares from ber childish life, making 

er existence a whole history of shame. 
He was caught in the examination in 
lies by the wholesale and was brought 
face to face with a young woman, Josie 
Corbett, whom he had also corrupted, 
and who revealed a plan by which he 
had manufactured testimony to fit his 
case. The testimony thus manu- 
factured was very ingenious and would 


have accomplished pees had 
his tool been as skillful 4 liar as bim- 
self; unfortunately for Josie Cor- 


bett was a mere girl, in whom the fires 
of innocence and truth had not all 
been extinguished, and when pressed 
by the shrewd attorney in the case, 
S. M. Payton, she broke down and the 
truth became known. 

Then Garrett concocted a scheme 
even more adroit than that of making 
a girl the means of unlocking his 
prison bars. He formed a plan by 
which be hoped to make the daughter, 
whom he has sworn is not his daughter, 
the instrument of his deliverance. 

Several weeks agoa man giving his 
name as Walter Mitchell arrived in 
the city from Colorado. He went at 
once to the County Jail te see Garrett, 
aud it has developed that he is a 
nephew of the depraved old man. To 
bim Garrett unfolded his plans, and 
the 7 were singularly cunning.

Had the plan 
stopped here it would have been bad 
enough, but two letters were prepared

He made 
several visits there, and little by little

the letters which they were to leave 
with the District Attorney. One of 
them Mrs. Edgecomb copied, the other 
she did not. The one she copied was 
as follows: 

Hon. Frank P. Kelly, Dist. Att. Sir: 
With due respect permit me to inform you 
that under no circumstances will I allow 
myself to be used in the further persecution 
of papa which is being done for the satis- 
faction of others at the cost of our down- 
fall. Neither Mr. Payton or any one else 
is authorized to represent me in the further 
persecution or prosecution of my papa. If 
you desire to retain Mr. Payton as asst, 


papa you cau do so but not by my consent 
as special council for me. Let them that 
urged and planned this prosecution, assume 
the responsibility for 1 a no longer be 


used as their tool. alla G. Garret.

Armed with these documents, Mitch- 
ell called on Mr. and Mrs. Edgecomb 
last Saturday night and offered them 
the money, * to make themselves 
scarce. hey took the money and 
agreed to do what had been requested 

them. After Mitchell went away 
they sent for Mr. Payton and laid the 
whole matter before him. He at once 
told them to call on District Attorney 
Kelly, and they did so, giving him the 
money and the documents. The matter | 
was placed in the hands of a detective 
and he worked on the case al 
day yesterday, bunting for Mitchell, 
high and low. He was not found dur- 
ing the day or up to quite a late bour 
last night, but will doubtless be cap- 
tured before he can get out of the way. 
Had the attempt succeeded, it was so 
well planned that Mr: Payton, Mrs. 
Watson and Mr. Stratton would have 
been placed in a véry unfortunate at- 
titude. Garrett would have killed two 
birds with one stone. He would have 
escaped the punishment due to his 
career of bestial crime and cast sus- 
nese upon the acute lawyer who has 

one so much to expose his villainy.

CLosgLr following upon its recent 
warning in reference to the bridge ap- 
proaches and the levee, comes a declar- 
ation from the Board of Public Works 
that the condition of the Santa Fé 
bridge over the river is dangerous, and 
that in case of damage to it the other 
hridges would be threatened; also that 
another portion of the Santa Fé 
levee is insecure.

“STRICTLY BUSINESS”? FROM THE 
INSIDE. 


At last the true inwardness of the 
Insane Asylum crookedness is coming 
out; in fact, it nas come out. THE 
Times has obtained information from 
the inside of the most specific aud 
damaging character, affecting the 
whole commission and the Governor, 
but more especially affecting one mem- 
ber of the commission who has been 
posing as a clean man,“ and whose 
conduct has been lauded to the skies 
as knightiy“ by a verbose San Ber- 
nardino contemporary. That member 
is the member from Los Angeles 
county. 

The disgracefal facts showing how 
the Insane Asylum site was located 
at last Saturday’s mecting of the com- 
mission are recited below. They go 
directly to confirm the suspicion and 
the charge, long since made, that Com- 
missioner Severance and Gov. Water- 
man were in league to force the se- 
lection of a site in which they are in- 
terested, the one directly, the other 
indirectly. 

Developments show that Gov. Water- 
man permitted himself to be wheedled 
into the belief that the Los Angeles 
member was the only clean man on 
the commission; and though His Ex- 
cellency’s eyes were subsequently 
opened by some very strong facts, it 
appears that he has still allowed him- 
self to be controlled by this clean 
man“; for he has approved a site 
which, itis unqualifiedly charged, with- 
out successful denial thus far, this 
clean man“ was offered 85000 to vote 
for. 

Itis further charged that this offer 
came tothe ears of the Governor be- 
fore the site was voted upon by the 
commissioners. 

It is further claimed that the man 
who owns the largest interest in the 
site selected—Seth Marshall—owes 
this same Commissioner Severance a 
large sum of money, stated at $30,000, 
and was unable to pay it unless his 
site was taken. 

At last Saturday’s mceting of the 
commissiouers in San Bernardino this 
same commissioner was openly 
charged, before two other commis- 
sioners, by a citizen, with having been 
offered 35000 to vote for the McAbee 
site. 

The charge is said to have been ac- 
companied by the strongest possible 
denunciation of Severance’s falsehood 
and corruption. 

He, Severance, denied the charge 
emphatically, when one of the two 
‘commissioners present—Brown—con- 
fronted Severance and charged him 
with having told him— Brown—that he 
had been offered the $5000. Severance 
did not deny Brown’s charge, but re- 
plied that, if he had saidjso, he did not 
remember it! 

This “clean” and “knightly” com- 


had evidently relied, was secretary of 
the commission until Saturday morn- 


—that papers and offers of sites, in 
which Severance and Waterman were 
interested, had been abstracted from 
the commission’s archives, or lost.“ 
while in the secretary’s possession; the 
chairman of the commission having 
called for papers which could not be 
found by their proper custodian; 
whereupon the papers before the com- 
mission were ordered by the other 
members to be turned over to the 
chairman for safe keeping, then the 
discovery was made that those docu- 
ments reflecting upon the secretary 
and the Governor could not he found 
or turned over. What became of them 
is as yet a mystery. 

Next comes the garbling of an offer. 
Mr. Rhodes of Pasadena, who made 
the offer of the tract known as the 
Rhodes tract, charges unequivocally 
that Severance, when ordered by the 
board on the 2d of November to send a 
telegram to the Governor at Sacra- 
mento, that the members had unani- 
mbusly véfed to recommend the Rhodes 
offer, perverted the same in the bold- 
est and most shameless manner, by 
belittling the water privilege of the 
site, inserting werds in the telegram 
to the effect that the water right was 
held at the sufferance ofthe proprietors 
of the Arrowhead Hot Springs. This 
Mr. Rhodes denies in the most em- 
phatic manner. The telegram pur- 
ported to convey to the Governor the 
‘exact! offer made, when, in fact, as 
Mr. Rhodes charges, Severance in- 
serted words in the telegram which the 
offer did not contain, which perverted 
its true meaning, and which the Gov- 
ernor afterward declared would and 
did prevent him from approying the 
site. 

When this petty piece of deception 
became known to Waterman it had the 
effect of causing the Governor and this 
“clean man“ from Los Angeles to 
cross swords for a little while, the 
“clean man’’ denying that the tele- 
gram contained the words that caused 
the Governor to disapprove of the site 
selected; to wit, the Rhodes site. The 


Severance down by producing the 
original dispatch, and showing that it 
contained the words that had caused 
him to veto the site. 

And he was bounced. As above 
stated, inside information received by 
Tue TIMES is to the effect that Secre- 
tary Severance was on Saturday morn- 
ing last ignominiously turned out of 
the secretaryship. when another com- 
missioner was elected to fill his place; 
the conclusion arrived at by our in- 
formant being that the commissioners, 
by this act, meant to declare Mr. Sev- 
erance unfit for the position; unworthy 
of belief; in other words, not safe to 
trust. 

The further charge is made that this 
same cleau man“ declared that he 
would show the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company that he bad some power 
remaining to injure them; that he 
would never vote for a site that would 
in the least degree benefit them, indi- 
cating that some family difference, 
together with an intimation from the 
railroad company that no more free 
transportation would be granted the 
“knightly”? Severance, had moved him 
to this course.

It will be recollected that on the Ist 
inst. it was announced in the dis- 
patches that Gov. Waterman, having 
become disgusted with the old commis- 
sion for not obeying orders, bad, with 
a gredt flourish of trumpets, appointed 
a new commission—one that would not 


names of that commission were sent 
scurrying over the wires as follows: 
M. H. L. Drew of San Bernardino, M. 
S. Severance of Los Angeles, Clark 
Alberti of San Diego, L. C. MgKeeby 
of Ventura, and W. A. Hayne of Santa 
Barbara. 

The public, especially the San Ber- 
nardino public, were put on the qui 
vive to see the old commission fall 
down and the new one come to the 
front for active operations, but the 
newly-created body did not material- 
ize—the rising sun did not rise—and 
the old commission did not go into an 
eclipse, not to any great extent. On 
the contrary, it proceeded in its work 
of selecting sites, voting thereon, ad- 
journing, reassembling and doing all 
other things which commissioners may 
of right do. And still the new com- 
mission did not burst upon San Ber- 
doon and blind the eyes of the popu- 
lace with the blaze of its glory. 

Then it was that the juggle, the con- 
temptible, unspeakably contemptible 
juggle became fully apparent. The 
true facts came out; the Governor, 
after proclaiming the appointment of 
a new commission, and possibly issuing 
their commissions, appears to have 
deliberately proceeded to put their 
commissions into his weskit.“ He had 
raised a whip over the old commission 
in order to force them to obey his will, 
and the threat had the desired effect. 


Crow fashion, and proceeded to edge 
up“ to the favorite Severance- Water- 
man locality, finally alighting on the 
McAbee tract and voting for it. 

The site selected is admitted to be a 
fairly good one, comprising 480 acres, 
with a continuous flow of 80 
inches of water, besides the Gov- 
ernor’s inevitable 5 inches of hot 
mineral water.

Abee site was just the thing. 

One of the embryotic new commis- 
sioners is Mr. Clark Alberti of San 
Diego, the prospective son-in-law of 
Gov. Waterman; but a little thing like 
that is nothing.

An Address of Weleome from Cardi- 
nal Gibbons. 


Daniel Dougherty Delivers the Ora- 
tion of the Day. 


Brillant Reception at the Cardinal’s 
Residence—Two Indian Chiefs 
Cause a Sensation Among 
the Prelates.

BALrt Nov. 11.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The 1200 delegates to the first 
congress of Catholic laymen of the United 
States were called to order shortly before 
noon today by W. J. Onahan of Chicago. 
Every seat in the hall was filled and the 
galleries were crowded. The first applause 
of the assembly was elicited by the entrance 
of ex-Gov. Lee Carroll with Archbishop 
lreland ot St. Paul and Cardinal Gibbons. 
‘Tbe Cardinal delivered an address of wel- 
come,in the course of which he said that he 
for a long time had desired to see the clergy 
and laity come more closely together. ‘The 
clergy. he sai 
laity, from their wisdom and discretion and 
above ail from the worldly knowledge of 
the laity, and that there is no country on the 
face of the earth where clergy and iaity 
should be more united and codperate more 
with one another than in these United 


tates, 

Archbishop Ireland briefly invoked the di- 
vine blessing. and ina few remarks introduc- 
ed Carroll as the temporary chairman. On his 
mention of Pope Leo there was hand-clap- 
ping and cheering all over the hall, soon 
growing intoa tumult of enthusiasm. The 
scene wasa notable one, as the delegates 
swung their hats and shouted greeting to 
e Koman Pentiff. 


Carroll. in taking the chair, said: It may 
be that the ge will be asked by what 
authority is this congress held, and under 
what law does it assemble. In reply to 
‘this we would suggest, by the sanction of 
His Eminence, the Cardinal, Archbishop 
ot Baltimore, and the distinguished pre- 
lates who now surround us, and by virtue 
of the authority of the Constitution of the 
United States. The congress has but two 
great pu at heart: the glory and 
progress of the Catholic Church and con- 
tinued prosperity of the American people.“ 
A MESSAGE FROM ROME, 

The following cablegram from Rome was 
received: 

“Cardinal Gibbons, Baltimore: Having 
made known to the Holy Father the ex- 
pressions of devotion conveyed to him on 
the part of the Catholic Congress, to be 
beld in Baltimore, His Holiness most gra- 
ciously bids me say that he most affection- 
ately imparts his blessing to all members. 

“CARDINAL RAMPOLLA.” 

Daniel Dougherty of New York was in- 
vited by the chairman to address the con- 
gress, pending the appointment of the com- 
mittees. The famous orator was in his 
best form and voice. He was given a per- 
tect ovation by the congress. 

DOUGHERTY’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Dougherty sketched the history of 
Catholicism In this country, and said in 
colonial times Catholics suffered the direst 
* comparison with which slaves 
were high-bred guests, The only religious 
martyrs in America were the Catholics. 
_They were spurned, siandered, vilified. 
The highest honors of the Republic were 
denied them by a prejudice as strong as a 
constitn enactment. Consolations of

All through Dougherty’s address there 
were outbursts of cheers, and atthe con- 
clusion the dignitaries on the stage crowded 
around him and shook him warmly by the 
hand. Several other speeches were made 
by prominent Catholics. 

Cardinal Gibbons antered accompanied 
by Cardinal Taschereau of Canada, and 
both were formally introduced to the con- 
gress. Cardinal Gibbons addressed the 
delegates, welcoming them in his own name 
and that of the people of Baltimore, irre- 
spective of creed. 

‘rhe temporary organization was made 
permanent, and a short recess followed. 

On reassembling the committees were 
gress now n by reading the first paper, 
“The Catholic Congress,“ by Historian John 
Shea of New York. 

The next paper, by Maj. Henry T. Brown- 
son uf Detroit, was “Action in the Church.“ 

Charles J. Bonaparte eloquently discussed 
“Independence of the Hoty See,” the ne- 
cessitty for which he enthusiastically up- 
held, and gave a vivid sketch of the chang- 
ing conditions from the time of Charie- 
magne tothe moment of the Italian Gov- 
ernment’s forcible deprivation of Pius LX. 
of all temporal authority, and the enact- 
ment of the law of guarantees, whereby the 
Italian Parliament professed to guard the 
papal rights. He thought that the most im- 
portant features of this guarantee should be 
made the subject of a treaty between all the 
great powers, making it world-wide. In 
the course of Bonaparte’s remarks great 
cheering was elicited by his declaration that

FASTER MAIL TRAINS. . 


One Result of the Union Pacific and 
Northwestern Combine. . 

Nov. 11—[By the Associated 
Press.] The first official intimation of the 
reported traffic arrangement between the 
Chicago and Northwestern and the Union 
Pacific railroads came from the former to- 
day. The companies have formed a com- 
bination for the handling of freight and 
passengers. The joint through service is to 
be known as the Chicago, Union Pacific 
and Northwestern line. A fast limited 
mail train will be established November 
17th, whereby passengers and mail will be 
carried through from Chicago to Portland 
and San Francisco, making the time from 
Chicago to Portland 83 hours and Chicago 
to San Francisco 85 hours. 

This will reduce the time heretofore made 

on Chicago and western, as well as on 
New York and eastern, mail to Portland 
seven hours, and to San Francisco 12 hours. 
The arriving time of the new train being 
6:40 a.m. at Portland and 10:45 a.m. at Sau 
Franciseo, instead of in the evening as 
heretofore, makes practical the delivery of 
mails 24 hours quicker. A similar reduction 
in the time of eastbound tralas is made on 
passengers and mails which now reach Chi- 
cago at 8:30 a.m. 
t is stated on good authority that the 
Rock Island road bas made satisfactory ar- 
rangements for competiig with the North- 
western-Union Pacific combination for 
Pacific Coast traffic. President Cable was 
successful. while in New York, in securing 
allies for a transcontinental combination, 
and only minor details of the plan remain 
unsettied.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


‘Chicago Bound to Have It--The 
City's Offer. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 11.—-[By the Associated 
Press.] Ata meeting of the Committee on 
Concerted Action held Saturday afternoon 
a bill submitted by Congressman Payson 
was indorsed as the one to be presented at 
the coming session of Congress to secure 


the location of the World’s Fair at Chicago. 


The title of the bill is A bill relative to 
celebrating the four hundredth anniversary 
of the discovery of America by Columbus 
by holding an exposition of arts, industries, 


manufactures and products of the world, in 


the city of Chicago and State of Illinois, 
in the year 1892.”” ‘The bill recites the rea- 
sons for holding such an exposition in Chi- 
cago, and lays particular omphasis upon the 
fact that Chicago asks of the United States 
Government no appropriations or loan for 
the purposes of such -exposition. It pro- 
vides that all articles and goods imported 
for exhibit shall be admitted free of duty, 
and the only appropriation asked is that of 
850,000, which is to be “expended under di- 


all purposes connected with the admission 
of foreign goods for the exposition. 

The bill also provides that there shall be 
admitted to said exhibition by the Govern- 
ment from its executive department, the 
Smithsonian Institute and National Mu- 
seum such articles and materials as illustrate 
the functions end administrative faculties 
of the Government in timeof peace, and its 
resources as a War power, tending to demon- 
strate the nature of our institutions and 
their adoption to the wants of the people.”

The Full Mission of the Recent 

Mysterious Party of “Magnets” 
at Last Developed—What Mr. 
Ainsworth of the Redondo Com- 
pany Says 


At last it is an established fact that 
a road between Salt Lake City and 
Los Angeles will be built. A large 
force of men are now at work, and V. 
G. Bogue, chief engineer of the Union 
Pacific, who left this city Sunday night 
for the nortb, has the matter in hand, 
and has stated within the past 48 hours 
that the main line and all its branches 
will be completed within two years. 
It will be remembered that TR Times 
announced a day or two ago that 
there was a mysterious party of Union 
Pacific men in the city. During their 
stay here they put up at the Hollen- 
beck Hotel, but they did not register, 
and their instructions to the people 
about the hotel were to keep newspaper 
men away from them, if possible. The 
party consisted of V. G. Bogue, chief 
engineer of the Union Pacific, H. M 
McCartney, resident at Salt Lake City, 
J. R. Maxwell and several others. 

The party came up from San Diego 
last Friday, and on Saturday morning 
they left for Redondo Beach, where 
they remained all day. Leaving that 
place they were in the city Friday even- 
ing, when a TIMES reporter spent sev- 
erai hours around the Hollenbeck 
Hotel in a vain effort to get an inter- 
view with Mr. Bogue, but that gentle- 
man kept outof the way, and the news- 
gather bad to satisfy himself with a 
short talk with Mr. McCartney. 

Mr. McCartney did not care to talk, 
but he intimated very strongly that the 
Union Pacific people had taken hold of 
the proposed road, and were pushing it 
as fast as ible. This clew was 
taken up and yesterday a Times re- 

rter and a representative of the 

erald called on Mr. Ainsworth of the 
Redondo Beach road. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Ainsworth, Mr. 
Bogue and 18 spent two days at 
Redondo and they were out here on 
business. The road will be built at 
once, and I am proud to say that its 
terminal point is to be Redondo. Our 
road from this city to Redondo is to be 
made standard gauge, and we are al- 
ready getting steel rails. Mr. Bogue 
does not care to make the object of his 
visit to the coast known, but I think 
Ican say to you that he is highly 
pleased with this southern country, 
and he is confident that the road will 
be completed inside of two years. 
Contracts for 150 miles of the road— 
from Milford this way—were let the 
other day anda large force is now at 
work.

CALIFORNIA FORESTS. 


THE WORK OF THE STATE 
FORESTRY BOAKD. 


An Interview with Abbot Kinney, 
Vice-President of the National 
Board — Some Valuable Sugges- 
tions—What is Being Done — The 
Water-sheds. 


Hearing that Mr. Abbot Kinney had 
been appointed vice-president of the 
National Board of Forestry, a TIIIESs 
representative obtained from him the 
following information relating to the 
forestry question, which will be of in- 
terest, nut only to Pasadenians, but to 
every one in Soutbern California: 

What is the condition of the State 
Board of Forestry, Mr. Kinney,“ asked 
the Ts representative. 

“Gov. Waterman last year appointed 
three persons to the same place. One 
of these resigned on finding his posi- 
tion of commissioner disputed. The 
other two are still claimants; one be- 
ing recognized by the Governor and 
his friends and the other by the Comp- 
troller and his friends. This is an un- 
fortunate situation. Of the other two 
commissioners, Mr. J. D. Spreckels 
does not and never did take the slight- 
est interest in forestry work, but fortu- 
nately for forestry, Mr. Walter 8. Moore 
has proved an active and interested 
commissioner. As far as the board is 
concerned, Mr. Moore is the lead- 
er, and, in fact, does every- 
thing that the board does. The prin- 
cipal officer of the board, that is, the 
forester, W. S. Lyon, and his skilled 
assistant, J. R. Scheckles and N. 
Southmayd, the botanist, J. G. Lem- 
mon, and the engineer, H. S. David- 
son, all appointed by me while chair- 
man, are still doing. their splendid and 
permanently valuable work. Un- 
fertunately for the State, E. L. Ool- 
lins, who was after the fire-setters and 
lumber thieves with a large club, is no 
longer employed, and that part of the 
business of the board has made no 
progress.

Cut down the trees and the 
rains will not only run off without 
storing up a sufficient supply, but will 


cause increasing damage every year. 


The interview with Mr. Kinney in this 
issue will be read with interest by 
every one. 


' HARDLY a day passes but some new 
discovery in the way of mines or min- 
ing is made in the San Gabriel Valley, 
and it is among the possibilities that 
ourimmediate mountains may in the 


near future astonish the world. Many 


of the new discoveries are not new, but 
were worked 50 or more years ago, 
and are rediscovered by new-comers. 
Some of the Southern California mines 


are always before the public. The 


Padre, near Gleason Mountain, the 
New York mine, the Red Rover mine, 
about 50 miles north of Los Angeles, 
Silver Mountain mine, Casteca dig- 
gings,the San Feliciana placers, 12 
miles northwest of Newhall—all have 
produced more or less ore. In 1810 
and up to 1840 the Mission Indians 
worked the latter mine under José 
Bermudes and Francisco Lopez, well 
known in the county. In one season 
Francisco Garcia took $65,000 in gold 
from the San Feliciana guich. One 
piece of gold taken near here was 
valued at $1900, and the Mexicans hunt 
for the metal now after every rain. 
This is all within a day’s horseback 
ride of this city. Gold can be found in 
almost every spur of the Sierra Madres, 
back of Pasadena. On the left bank

every year by fire. In the last few 
years some 70 square miles of the 
grand Sierra forests at the headwatérs 
of the Kings River and neighboring 
streams have been burned over. Asa 
result the water-distributing power of 
these water-sheds has been diminished, 
and measurements of the waters of 
several of these streams show a pro- 
gressive diminution of the summer 
flow of water in them. Every observ- 
ant person cannot but have noticed 
the increased flerceness of storm waters 
from denuded water-sheds, the increas- 


ing width of the of tor- 
rents, the cutting out of cafion 
lands and the - deepening of 


guilies or barrancas and the cutting 
back of these farther and farther into 
good lands, following undue denuda- 
tion or forest fires. There is no place 
in the State where heavy clearings or 
extensive fires have injured a steep 
watershed but what these results can 
be observed. It must be remembered, 
however, that over-pasturing with 
sheep on rolling lands, or the annual 
burning of the grass in such places 
will produce, and are producing, simi- 
lar effects. The La Habra ranch is 
perhaps the most striking instance of 
these latter effects. Barrancas and 
gullies have within a few years cut 
that formerly fine ranch up horribly. 
In a recent ride over it | was obliged 
to go nearly a mile to find a crossing 
over a barranca that, according toa 
native Californian in the party, had no 
existence a few years ago.. 

„What is being accomplished in 
forestry matters?“ 

Mr. J. G. Lemmon published in last 
year's report a full botanical and pop- 
ula: illustrated account of the Pacific 
Coast pines. This is the first part of 
what I planned to be a complete pic- 
ture of the whole forest flora of Cali- 
fornia. Mr. Lemmon is continuing 
this work, aided by his accomplished 
and capable wife. As far as their work 
has gone it has received the highest 
praise from scientific men in this coun- 
try and even in very distant places. 
Only the other day I received two let- 
ters from Australia, asking for addi- 
tional reports and praising without 
stint the work done. One was from 
one of the most distinguished botan- 
ists living, Baron Ferd von Müller, and 
the other from J. Ednie Brown, the 
eminent botanist and forest conservator 
of South Australia. By the way, you 
can make a note here of the intelligent 
forest policy of these Australians, 
Brown’s department is already self- 
sustaining, and has besides done an 
immense amount of work for that 
art of the continental island. 
avidson, the engineer, is con- 
tinuing the forest map of Califor- 
pia by section lines. This is the most 
complete and valuable thing ot the 
kind ever gotten uf in this country, 
and is not only highly praised, but 
much referred to by eastern foresters. 
Mr. Lyon, the forester, has a great 
work before him. It is the establish- 
ment; by actual experiment, of the 
trees best suited to the different soils 
and climatic belts of California. This 
will be done by plantations at the vari- 
ous experimental stations, so gener- 
ously donated to the State while I was 
chairman of the board.

This bill and the concurrent reso- 
lution of the California Legislature, 
instructing all the State Representa- 
tives in Congress to favor it, are prac- 
tically dead, but the — is not. The 
National Forestry ngress has in- 
dorsed this policy, aud extended it to 
all mountain forests in the West. I 
have seen most of the Senators who 
have recently visited this coast, and 
found them all favorable to the new 
forest policy. Senators Dawes, Turpie, 
Pugh, Allison and Morgan were espe- 
cially outspoken on the necessity of a 
scientific management of our moun- 
tain water sheds on account of the 
similarity of our conditions to those 
prevailing in such countries as Greece, 
Palestine, the south of France, etc., 
where the denudation of the mountain 
forests has produced irremedial ruin.“ 

Are you doing anything in forestry 
work now?“ 

“I carry on an extensive correspond- 
ence on forestry subjects, and since 
the State Board has declared its policy 
to be to sell no more forest trees I have 
started a nursery at Santa Monica of 
the rare kinds of fruit trees that are 
suited to our California climate, such 
as the manna, gum, sugar gum, jarrah, 
etc., which I shall plant out, and some 
of which I may dispose of at cost to in- 
telligent planters. 

What do you think our forest policy 
should be?“ 

“The reservation from sale of all 
mountain and forest lands, and their 
management so as to preserve the 
water sheds of the country, and to sell 
only ripe timber under careful regula- 
tion.. The forest officers in charge 
should see to the execution of the game 
and fish laws as a part of their duties.

THE 122 OF NOVEMBER 
IN HISTORY. 
On November 12, 1781, au associa- 
tion knewn ‘as the ORDER or Fools 
was founded by Adolphus, Count of 
Cleves. Though bearing a designation 
thus absurd and ridiculous, this order 
was composed of noblemen and gentle- 
men of the highest rank and renown, 
who thus formed themselves into a 
body for humane and charitable pur- 
poses. They were, in fact, not greatly 
dissimilar to the “Odd Fellows,” For- 
esters’’ and similar associations of the 
present day, which include within their 
sphere of operations, benevolent and 
useful, as much as convivial and social 
objects. The insignia of this order 
consisted of the figure of a fool or 
jester, embroidered on the left side of 
their mantles, and depicted dressed in a 
red and silver vest, with a cap and 
bells on his head, yellow stockings, a 
cup filled with fruits in his right hand 
and in his left a gold key as sy mbolical 
of the affection which ought to sub- 
sist between the members of the so- 
ciety. The Order of Fools appears 
to huve existed to the beginning of thé 
sixteenth century, but the original 
— tye of its formation seems to have 
yeen gradually lost sight of, and the 
order to have degenerated into some- 
thing more in accordance with its 
name. 
By a Paris police regulation dated No- 
vember 12, 1609, it was ordered that the 
players at the theaters should open 
their doors at 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon, and that the performances should 
commence precisely at 2 o’clock, 
whether there were suflicient specta- 
tors there or not,so that the pay 
might be over before 4:30. his 
ordinance was to be enforced from 
the feast of St. Martin until the 15th 
of the following February. Our an- 
cestors both closed and opened the day 
much earlier than we do, and the same 
hours for opening and closing the the- 
aters were, during the seventeenth cen- 
tury, observed in London as in Paris, as 
appears in the first play-bill issued by the 
Drury Lane Theater in 1663. At that 
famous play-house the performers be- 
gan at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. The 


‘badness of the streets, and the danger 


of traversing them in dark nights from 
the defective mode cf lighting, com- 
bined with the absence of an efficient 
police and the dangers from robbery 
and violence, all had their influence in 
rendering it very undesirable to pro- 
tract public ampsements beyond night- 
fall in those times. It will thus be 
seen that in former days they observed 
much more punctually the old recipe 
for health and strength: To rise with 
the lark and lie down with the iamb.” 
In the list of female novelists, no 
mean place belongs to AMELIA OPIE, 
wife of John Opie, the English painter, 
and daughter of Dr. James Alderson. 
She was born at Norwich, November 
11, 1769. Among her numerous works 
which were popular and successful are 
tales, poems and an account of the 
French Revolution of 1880. 

The honor of br Se Spanish 
Armada of 1588 is shared by Admiral 
Drake with the celebrated navigator, 
Sin Jonn HKWRKINS, who died Novem- 
ber 12, 1595. He was born in 1520, was 
knighted for services against the 
Spaniards, elected to Parliament, and 
in 1595 was sent with Drake with a 
large fleet against the Spanish colonies 
in America. 

That celebrated 
statesman STEPHEN 
B of Winchester, 
says that “he was vindictive, ruthless, 
treacherous, but his courage was in- 
domitable,”’ died November 12, 1556. 
Born in 1488, he became secretary to 
Cardinal Wolsey; was sent to Rome to 
procure King Henry VIII.’s divorce 
from Queen Catharine in 1527, and on 
his return was made Secretar? of State 
and Bishop of Winchester in 1581. 
His opposition to the Reformation 
caused his imprisonment in the Tower 
for five years by Edward VI., but 
Queen Mary appointed him Chan- 
cellor of England. Gardiner bears the 
odium of having promoted the bloody 
persecution of Mary’s * 
CHARLES KEMBLE, the eminent 


actor, died November 12. 1854. He is 


remarkabie, both in himself and as 
belonging to that family 
which produced John Philip Kemble 
and his sister, the celebrated Mrs.
